Berlin, Jan. 24. — Thero is now no doubt 
that a, reconciliation between Kaiaor Wil- 
helm and Princo Biamarok ia an accom- 
plished fact, and boforo many days tho face 
of tho old ex-chancellor will agiin bo seon 
in the rooma of tho palace, which ia being 
prepared for tho Prince'a reception. Tho 
newa that he ia coming to Berlin 
has caused groat excitement among 
roaldonta of this city. Baron Bieber- 
atein, in convocation, said tho Emperor 
recently aont Bismarck a case of wine 
through Count von Moltko. Tho Emperor 
also sent an inquiry as to tho health of tho 
Princo. Biamarok ropliod, thanking tho 
Emperor, and saying that when his hoalth 
permitted ho would thank His Majesty per- 
sonally in Berlin. Bismarck'a friends in 
the Reichstag auBert that tho Emperor was 
led to invite Bismarck to Borlin by tho re- 
cent Mittnacht incidont in tho Reichstag. 

The Emperor'a aenao of uprightness, ac- 
cording to Bismarck's friends, was shocked 
by the public declaration that Prussia had 
broken faith with Wurtomburg. Herr von 
Kardoff already sees Bismarck roturned to 
powor. Outsido the circle of enemies of 
Chancellor von Cnprivi, however, a recon- 
struction of tho Cabinet, with Biamarok bo- 
hind the scene, is held to bo impossible. 
Tho Emperor declared a week ago that he 
fully stood by the Chancellor. Both the 
proaB uud the public aro engrossed with the 
subject of Bismarck's coming visit to Berlin. 

The "North German Gazette' Bays that 
the invitation to Bismarck wasmado ontirely 
on tho Emperor's initiative in continuation 
of tho advances begun laat summer at 
Guena, and that tho visit haa no immediate 
political meaning. 

The "National Gazette" rejoiccB at tho 
rapprochement between tho Emperor and 
Bismarck, and predicts that tho nation gen- 
erally will bo ploasod. 

The Berlin Bourse was favorably affected 
by the newa of Bismarck's proposed visit. 

London, Jan. 21.— Tho Paris correspond- 
ent of tho Daily Newa Baya it ia believed in 
Paris that Premier Criapi mediated between 
tho Emperor and Bismarck. 

Tho Daily Telegraph's Berlin correspond- 
ent Baya that Biamarck will be received in 
B3rlin with all tho honor due to hia rank, 
and that ho will bo tho Emperor's guest at 
tho Caatle. 

Both tho Standard and the Tolograph ex- 
preaa pleuauro at tho rapprochement be- 
tween tho Emperor and Prince, and bolievo 
that this pleaBuro will be universal in 
Eu.opn. 

Tho Daily Newa prefers to await events, 
saying that it ia difficult to seo how they 
can be reconciled without concessions, 
which neither can bo disposed to make. 

U. S. TARIFF. 

Important Amendments Made by the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Washington, Jan. 24. — A number of im- 
portant amendments were mado by the 
Ways and Moans Cominittco to-day in 
tho customs and internal rouenuo sections of 
tho tariff bill. Tho tax on cigarettes was 
fixed at $1 a thousand ; petroleum was put 
on tho freo list ; crude opium was taken 
from the freo list and put on tho dutiable 
list at fl a pound. Importations made 
from Now Zealand hemp arc to come in free. 
To tho paragraph relating to condensed milk, 
upon which tho Houso recently plncod a 
duty af two cents a pound, tho committee 
added a c.auso that tho duty ahould bo com- 
puted by adding tho weight of tho package. 
Cut atones, including diamonds, aro left at 
ten per cent. On poarl buttons there is a 
tax of ono cent a line por grosa. 

Tho paragraph relating to tho freo impor- 
tation of mcdaU, gold, Bilver and copper, 
was enlarged to include trophiea of all aorta, 
such aa prizo cups for yachting races and 
tho like. Tho reciprocity provision of the 
McKinloy bill was struck out of tho bill. 
Several amendments were also mado to the 
income tax eection. Section 2 was amended 
so that in computing incomes necessary ex- 
penses uctually incurred in carrying on any 
business shall he deducted. Tho ways and 
means committee decided to report tho in- 
come tux bill to tho house to-day by n voto 
of to 7. Tho motion to report tho bill 
was sustained by all the Democrats with 
tho exception of Cochrano uud Stovena. A 
majority report is being prepared. 



MIDWINTER FAIR. 

Iowa Stato Band Concert— More Hawaiian 
Curiosities. 

San Francisco, Jan. 24. — Tho famouB 
Iowa Stato band, which ia under ougagoment 
to go to tho Midwinter exposition, gavo its 
first publio concert at tho Grand Opera 
Houso this evening. Tho thoatro wua 
crowded, and tho band waa enthusiastically 
received. 

In addition to tho installation of tho 
Hawaiian throno tho Hawaiian village has 
just reooived tho royal feather capo, tho 
property of King Kamehameha. This has 
been loaned by tho Provisional Government. 
It is said tho crown will bo sent up on tho 
next steamer.

DlBcussIon on Motion That It is Unwise and 
Inexpedient to Consider tho Annexa- 
tion of the Islands. 

Washington, D. C, Jan. 24.— Mr. West 
offered tho following substitute for the 
Hawaiian resolution offered yoaterday by 
theForeign Affairs committee :— " Resolved, 
that it is unwise and inexpedient to oonsidor 
tho project of annexing Hawaiian ter- 
ritory to the United States ; that the people 
of the Hawaiian islands ahould bo 
left to ohoose or maintain their own 
government, and that any foreign interven- 
tion in tho political affairs of the islands 
shall be regarded asanuct unfriendly to the 
government of the United States." 

An onimated discussion took placo in the 
senate to-day, on tho above resolution, 
which was reported from tho Committee on 
Foroign Relatione. It was brought to a 
closo by the termination of tho morning 
hour two p.m., when the resolution and 
several proposed modifications of it wore 
laid over till to-morrow. 

Tho Houso bill to repeal the Federal elec- 
tions laws was taken up aa unfinished busi- 
ness. A speech in opposition to it was 
mado by Mr. Lodge (Republican, Mass.), 
after which that bill also wont over till to- 
morrow.

Pauib, Jan, 24.— M. Bourdeau, Finance 
Minister, has found the wino growing inter- 
est bitterly antagonistic to his proposal to 
tax wines according to tho alcoholic stand- 
and, and has reluctantly withdrawn 
the measure Tho Tariff Committee 
of tho Chamber will soon show 
its protectionist tendencies by re- 
porting in favor of a large increase in the 
grain and wine duties. 

Deputy Pierro Richard haa given notico 
of a motion to tax foroign laborers in France 
twenty-fivo centimes daily for tho firBt threo 
years of their residenco in that country, and 
ono frano per month after the third year. 
Persons employing foreign workingmen he 
proposes shall be taxed fifty centimes daily 
for overy foreign omployeo. M. Richard 
has litile influence in tho chambers, but his 
motion will bo received with favor by a con- 
siderable group of Socialists, 

In tho last congress, hold at Auxerro the 
Royali8ta resolved to organize a system of 
agitation among the peasants. Delegates 
were to bo appointod to Bpread tho propa- 
ganda in the rural districts and 
tho speakers were to preach in the 
agricultural strongholds, the advantages 
of collective ownership. Tho movement 
seems to have been characterized by the in- 
difference or hostility of tho peasanta. To 
the petty proprietor the socialist doctrine 
about tho division of the land means that ho 
ia to lose the little lund ho tills, so as to 
benefit othors. On Sunday a band of 
Socialists from Courtrai, liolgium, started 
out to onlighten the proletariat in the north- 
eaat of France. They reached tho agricul- 
tural commune of Murck, Binging revolu- 
tionary hymns und ohoering for the Social- 
ist leaders. They were, however, driven 
away quickly by the peasants, who pursued 
them with pitchforks and spades. The So- 
cialists fled along tho roada but many were 
badly injured. 

Tho Paris dailiea have much to say this 
week about Italy's war plana. The Dix 
Neuvieme Sieelo professes to havo learned 
from good authority that tho Ital- 
ian Government is detaining at 
Genoa and other porta all the largo 
Italian merchantmen, apparently in order 
that they may bo ready to move troops. 
The papers state that tho sixty thousand 
troops already concentrated in Sicily are 
supposed to bo waiting for tho signal to 
embark for Tripoli,

Ottawa, Jan. 24. — As announood some 
time ago it has boon definitely decided to 
discontinue on March 1, tho payment of 
bonuses to European immigrants taking 
land in tho Northwest. The expenso of the 
plan particularly during tho pa«t year 
makos it quite clear that the effort had an 
appreciable effect in inducing immigration. 

Sir John Thompson haa not made any re- 
port on tho North West schools. Tho mat- 
ter is being investigated by a sub committee 
of council composed of Hon. Messrs. Foster, 
Angers, and Daly. Their report will bo 
laid beforo tho Cabinet in a day or two. 
Tho Government has until February 7, to 
take action in the matter. 

Tho mounted polico will bs withdrawn 
from Manitoba in April. The work of 
guarding tho frontier will devolve on tho 
Customs and Quarantine officers. 

Representatives of the Iron and Hardwaro 
industry from Montreal, St. John, Halifax, 
Toronto and Hamilton are hero interviewing 
the Tariff Committee. Tho pig-iron men 
want tho duty on scrap iron, which is $20 
per ton, maintained, while the rolling mills 
men want it reduced. 

Lt. C. N. Mitcholl, of Winnipeg, will 
probably bo adjutant of this year's Bisley 
team. This ia mero conjecture, however, 
The name of tho commanding officer has 
not yet been mentioned. 

According to advices received at the De- 
partment of Trado and Commerco, from Mr. 
Connolly, formerly Dominion Government 
agent at Dublin, an Irish gentleman, named 
McCracken, haa arrangod to establish a 
woollon factory at Mission, B.C. 

Sir John Thompaon, in an interview to- 
day referring to Hon. Mr. Laurier'a criti- 
cism of the speech delivered by him in the 
County of Antigonish recently, stated that 
his references to Mr. Tarte on that occasion 
woro miarepreaented ; that he (Sir John) 
had not connected Mr. Tarte in any way 
with tho Richelieu election.

INANALMO.

The City Council will contribute §100 
toward tho expense of sending Chief Scales 
to the Firo Chiefs convention at San Fran- 
cisco. 

Aid. Cooking will bring in a by-law next 
Monday evening to compel citizens to ulear 
enow from off tho sidewalk iu front of 
their premises. 

The pound by-law is to bo sovoroly en- 
enforced after the first of next month, par- 
ticularly with regard to the dog tax. At 
present the city is infested with hordes of 
dogs of every breed, tagless and presumably 
ownerless. 

The New Vancouver Coal Company is 
erecting quite an extensive hauling plant at 
the Protection Island shaft, and is also about 
to oroot an electric hauling plant at tho 
head of No. 3 level, midway between No. 1 
shaft and tho Protection Island shaft. 

Sunday's temperance convention is likely 
to be the cause of serious trouble in the 
community. Several of thoso who were 
publicly criticized havo declared their inten- 
tion of taking tho matter up. Representa- 
tives of the local temperance organizations 
who wore not present ut tho convention are, 
through tho columns of tho local press, de- 
nouncing tho language used aa intemperate. 

The new Wallace atroot Methodist church 
parsonage waa "warmed" last evening in 
good style. An entertainment was given in 
the new house, under the auspices of the 
ladies of tho congregation. The house is 
quite a handsome structure, designed by 
Mr. F. M. Rattenbury, architect of the new 
parliament buildings, and built by a local 
contractor, Mr. W. O'Dell. It cost about 
$2,500, and has been well fittod up inside. 



THE NEXT POPE. 



In All Probability Ho Will Be Chosen From 
the Moderate Tarty— New Cardinals. 

London, Jan. 22. — The Romo correspond- 
ent of the United Pross aaya : Tho Pope 
haa fixed the consistory in March, when the 
following prelates will be created cardinala : 
Mgrs. Tancred Fausti, papal auditor ; Cias- 
ca, secretary of the congregation of the pro- 
paganda; Ferrand, archbishop of Bologna ; 
Jacobini, archbishop of Ferrara. The papal 
nuncio in Madrid, Mgr. Creponi, will 
not bo elevated to tho oardinal- 
ato, despite the wishes of leveral 
cardinala who are anxious that he 
enter tho college. It may be fairly conjec- 
tured that tho noxt Pope will bs choaen 
from among the Cardinals forming the Mod- 
erate party, who, while energetio in defence 
of the righta of the Holy Seo, know how to 
do ao without envenoming tho quarrel with 
the Italian Government. None of the can- 
didatea put forward up to tho present ans- 
wers this description. Cardinal Monaco Laval- 
letta appears too trenchant and ultramon- 
tane. Cardinal Parrocchi, often mentioned, 
has shown stiffness in hia relations with tho 
Italian Government and appears to have 
ranged himself among thoso who deairo to 
push to tho utmost all political claims of tho 
Papacy. At tho outset of his career he 
belonged to the Liberul clergy, and it is 
feared that should ho bo elected Pope 
he might return to tho ideas of hia 
youth. The Italian Cardinals did favor 
the election of Cardinal Serafino Vannatelli, 
who appeured for some timo to disapprove 
of the Francophilo policy of Leo X III. But 
thia prelate has changed hia attitude and 
lost favor. Mgr. Jacobini, though not a 
cardinal as yet, has high qualities that have 
attracted attontion and won the sympathies 
of an important faction of tho Ecclesiastical 
Sonate, which desires to see him admitted, 
in order to prepare his candidature for the 
Papacy. His Holiness haa boon repeatedly 
and eurnestly solicited to confer the Car- 
dinal's berotta upon this distinguished 
priest. Mgr. Salvati, secretary of tho 
council, will beenmo vico chamberlain. 
Archbishop Satolli, papal delegate to tho 
church in tho United States, will be ele- 
vated later. Tho popo wishes him to re- 
main in America for tho proBent. Mgr. 
O'Connell, rector of tho American collogo, 
is far from well. 



AUSTRALIAN RELATIONS. 

Tho Steamship Subsidy— A Deputation Walts 
Upon tho Colonial Secretary Re- 
garding Its Extension. 

London, Jan. 24. — A deputation consist- 
ing of Sir Charloa Tuppor, Sir Andrew 
Clarko, agent-goneral for Victoria ; Sir S. 
Samuel, of New South Wales ; Sir Robort 
Horbert, of Tasmania ; Sir Woatby Percl 
val, of Now Zoaland, and JameB Huddart, 
representing tho Canadian-Australian 
Steamship Company, waited upon tho Mar- 
quis of Ripon, Secretary of State for tho 
Colonios, yesterday, to urge tho Imperial 
Government to grant a subsidy of £25,000 a 
yoar for ton years for a Pacific mail service 
botwoon Canada and Australia. All the 
agenta-goneral except Sir Robort Herbert 
spoko in favor of the request, urging that 
tho mattor was of special importance at tho 
present timo, in viow of tho incroase of 
French interests in tho Pacific. Mr. Hud- 
dart promised that if this subsidy wero 
grantod a third steamer would bo built 
under admiralty supervision, and that all 
future steamers would bo availablo as armed 



oruisors for purposes of Imperial dofonce. 
Lord Ripon promised that the matter ahould 
receive tho moBt oareful attontion. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Heavy Suit Against Chicago and Grand 
Trunk K.K.-A Young Fiend's Bru- 
tality. 

Toronto, Jan. 24. — (Special) — W. B. 
Clarko, of Sarnio, has formally entered suit 
against tho Chicago and Grand Trunk Rail- 
road Co.. for §80,000, arising out of tho 
death of Albert Bradloy and wife, of 
Toronto, in tho Battle Creek accident. It 
is said the company offered §30,000 to settle 
which whs refused. 

Tho polico magiatrato has aontonced 
Joseph Warren to ten years in tho peni- 
tentiary for boing an accomplice in tho ro- 
cout robbery of Mrs. Gibson's house, Ducheas 
atreot of $3U0. This is tho longest Bentonco 
imposed in the Polico Court for many yoara. 

In tho Assizo court to day Miss Eliza 
Carter, a milliner, brought suit against tho 
city for §10,000 damages, for injuries to her 
leg by tailing through a defoctive Yonge 
streot grating. Sho ohtainod a vordiot for 
§500. 

A horriblo story of youthful depravity 
was told in yesterday's polico court, when 
John A. Bailoy, a fiftoen yoar old boy waB 
placed in the dock to answer tho chargo of 
aggravated assault, about a month ugo. 
He was annoyed with his four 
year old brothor Walter, and in 
rovongo attempted to smother tho child in 
the bed clothes, the baby'a lifo boing saved in 
timo by tho mother's opportuno arrival. 
Two days later tho child annoyed the pri- 
soner and ho took tho opportunity of being 
alone with the little fellow to burn three 
holes in hia cheekB with a red-hot poker. 
In tho Police court tho youDg fiend admit- 
ted hia actiona, but claimed they wore acci- 
dental. Mrs. Bailoy said ho was incorrig- 
ible. The magistrate said ho waB too old to 
bo sent to an industrial school and too 
young for a reformatory. Finally he was 
allowed to go on euspondod sentence, th 3 
Court warning him, if ho offended again 
that ho would go to tho Central prison for a 
long term. 

Early this morning Dotoctivo Black made 
what may turn out to bo an important 
arrest. For Bomo timo it haB boon known 
that there has boon a traffic iu girls between 
Toronto and tho United States cities for 
immoral purposos. Wm. B. Sterling is tho 
name given by the man arrested, who was 
taken into custody at tho Annundale hotel. 
Hia wife is now in jail here. Ho is confi 
dont of acquittal and hopes to have a special 
trial boforo tho rogular court term. 



VICTORIA MARKETS. 

Potatoes Take Their Annual Itlse— Butter and 
Kggs Drop a Point— Salmon 
From Cowichan. 

Rotail business has been very good during 
tho past week, but the wholesalo trade is 
not correspondingly flourishing. In tho 
appended quotations the only change to be 
reported is for potatoes, which havo risen 
ono quarter of a cent per pound — a custom- 
ary thing at this season of tho year. Eggs 
and butter are on tho decline. Tho fish 
market is receiving a largo portion of its 
supplies from Cowichan, where plenty of 
salmon aeem to be obtainable. Local fisher 
mon, however, have beon unablo to do much 
of lato aa the rough weather has interfered 
with their operations. A fresh supply of 
green stuff, such as lettuce, cabbugo and 
cauliflowers is shortly uxpocted from San 
Franciaco, and would no doubt have boen 
horo by thia timo had the woather beon 
mild enough to handlo the consignment to 
advantage.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Fourth Session of tho Sixth Parliament. 
FOURTH DAY. 
Wednesday, Jan. 24,. 1894. 
The Speaker took tho chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Von. Archdeacon Scriven. 

DISTINGUISHED VISITOR. 

Hon. Mr. BeAVEN called attontion to tho 
fact that a former Speaker, Mr. J. A. Mara, 
M. P., waa present amongst the audience, 
and suggested that Mr. Speaker might, in- 
vito him to a sent beside tho chair. This 
Mr. Speaker cordially did. 

INTERNATIONAL I1I-METALLISM. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved, seconded by 
Dr. Watt: — "That a humble address be 
presented to His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, praying him to convoy to Her 
Majesty's Right HonorabloSeoretary of State 
for the Colonies, through tho Honorable tho 
Secretary of State for Canada, that, in the 
opinion of this houso, it ia expedient that it 
should bo ordained by international agree- 
ment :— 1. That gold and silver bo legal 
tender to any amount ; 2. That tho value 
of silver in terms of gold bo fixed ; 3. That 
gold and silver bullion in any amounts be 
freely turned into coin at state mints." He 
thought it his duty , tho mover said, to in- 
troduce this resolution because tho subject 
is one of such paramount importance that it 
is occupying tho serious attention of states- 
men over tho greater part of the oivilized 
world, and also becauso it should have a 
special interest for tho peoplo of British 
Columbia, inasmuch as this Province holds 
in its mountains an amount of silver, prob- 
ably greater than that of any other country 
in tho world. It has an important interest 
for ovory member of the community, because 
unless the modorn tendency to a universal 
gold standard and the consequent demoneti- 
zation of silver, is promptly checked, there 
will fall upon tho human raco calamities 
and disasters bo apalling as to mark 
a dark era in tho history of the 
world. The roniody for such ovils 
lies in what is generally known as inter- 
national bimotallibm, und as has been truly 
said, this is not " a battle of tho standards," 
but a battlo of millions of money against 
millions of men. He proceeded to define 
what is really moant by the terms curroncy, 
valuo and money. As to "currency" there is 
not much difficulty — it means money in mo- 
tion, or the dynamics of money. A certain 
school of political economists say tho 
" valuo " of a commodity is measured by 
tho amount of labor wnich has been ex- 
pended in producing that commodity, but 
while Buch a definition would be 
quito correct if all labor were to 
bo so perfectly applied as to pro- 
duce a maximum of useful effect, 
yet under present conditions Buch a defini- 
tion of value is very far from being correct. 
The value of a commodity is measured by 
its capacity for exchange with other com- 
modities. In primitive uges there was no 
such thing as " money," all trado transac- 
tions being carried on by means of barter. 
Oppressed by tho inconveniences of barter, 
the early nations adopted cortain media of 
exchange according us cuBtom, or the luw of 
the majority, impelled them, and these 
primitive media of exchange answered tho 
purpose of money in a crude fashion so long 
aB they circulated only whero custom had 
installed them, hut tho moment any foreign 
trado was attempted between one nation 
and another then the difficulties of tho situ- 
ation at once became apparent. Accord- 
ingly tho early nations realized tho necessity 
of having as media of exchaugo commodities 
which possoased intrinsic value, and 
as gold and silver posseseed tho requisite 
properties in a remarkable degree, they 
wore selected. At first they wore not used 
in tho form of coin, but were measured out 
by weight, ao that [mercantile men had to 
carry about with them weights and acales. 
In order to remedy this inconvonience indi- 
viduals of undoubted credit affixed their 
seals to ingots of [gold and silver, as certifi- 
cates of weight and purity, und this dates 
back to about 900 years before Christ, This 
private money has its equivalent in the 
present day in the bank note, stamped and 
signed by tho name of the banker. The 
transition was an easy one from the privato 
stamp or seal to the government coin, by 
law established, from tho credit of the 
private individual to that of the state, and 
he asked the house to tuke Bpecial note of 
tho fact that it is by law and through 
law that the greater part of the value of 
metallic money is conferred. As tho ceu- 
turies rolled on silver was tho precious 
metal generally adopted by tho nations as 
money, and not gold. Not because silver 
possesBed superior properties to gold as a 
medium of exchange, but becauso silver w»s 
the more plentiful metal, and tho natural 
instincts of the human race suggested the 
necessity of an abundant supply of money, 
in order effectually to lubricate the wheels 
of trade. In fact abundance of money is the 
first necessity of commercial prosperity — 
not a superabundance, there uro disadvant- 
ages in that, but even in ouch case, tho evils 
aro not comparable to those which follow in 
the wake of a shrinkage i,i the quantity of 
metallic money. In cnnei quenoe of the de- 
maud created for golu und silver by legaliz 
ing them as money, the supply became pro- 
portionately increased, wnich gave riso to 
tho employment of a very largo amount, 
of labor throughout tho world in 
mining for tho precious metals. 
Each annual supply of gold and silver for 
many centuries past has been added to the 
main storo until it bus arrived at such vast 
ditnonsions, that the ratio of the annual 
supply to tho main storo is so small that 
any variations in tho annual supply of gold 
or silver have very little effect upon their 
market value. Iu Kugland, up to tho time 
of Edward the Third, for about 500 years, 
silver was the silo legal tender; but gold was 
gradually creeping into use side by side with 
it, until under tho reign of tho l'lantugenets. 
bimetallism was adopted as tho currency of 
England, gold und silver were made legal 
tender to uny amounts und tho valuo of one 
metal in terms of tho other was fixed by 
royal proclamation. Bimetallism continued 
as tho currency of England up to tho year 
1792, when, from a vurioty of reasons, in no 
way connected with tho principle of bi- 
metallism, England stopped cash payments 
und adopted an inconvertible paper cur- 
rency, and paper remained tho money of 
England up to the your 1S1G, when she re- 
sumed cash payments, and, under tho ad- 
vico of Sir Robert Puel and Lord Liverpool, 
adopted gold tnono-'motallism as her cur- 
rency, un 1 sho has held to it over Binco. He 
thought if those ominent statesmen lived 
in tho present day, they would have been 
advocates for international bimetallism, 
for they would have recognized tho 
fact that seieuco is faat breaking 
down tho barriers botweon nations ; 
that education ia teaching tho peoples that 
the interests of Immunity are universal, und 
thut international ugreement upon sound 
principles of political economy must work 
for the benefit of the human raco. In Eu- 
rope in modern times the Latin Union, com- 
posed of France, Italy, liolgium und Switz- 
erland, hud u bimetallic currency up to tho 
yeur 1873, when in consequenco of tho action 
of Germuny thoso nutijus wero forced, much 
against thoir will, to adopt gold monometal- 
lism. Germany had a silver currency np to 
the yoar 1873, when in hor unwisdom, as 



sho now knows, sho adopted gold mono 
raetalliom. Austria and Rustia have a silver 
currency. The United States had a bimetal- 
lie currenoy from 1797 to 1873, when, 
in consequimco of tho action of 
the Latin Union and Germany, the 
States wero forced, much againBt their 
will, to adopt what, since tho repeal of the 
Sherman aut, Is gold monometallism. India 
hud a silver currency up to last year, when, 
much against her will, bIio waa forced to 
udopt gold monometallism. China and 
Japan have a silver currency. It therefore 
appears that, prior to 1873, silver was the 
prevailing ourronoy in tho world, but bi- 
metallism was tho currency of many of the 
leading commercial nations. Tho nations 
are adopting gold monometallism and for- 
saking the traditions of thoir forefathers 
on account of tho fact that tho increased 
facilities for communication have given a 
groat impetus to foreign trade and 
enterprise, and this haB brought into 
greater prominence tho fact that England 
is the prlnoipal monoy lender of the world, 
the creditor of creditors, tho hub of com- 
mercial enterpriBO, and as she possesses this 
coigno of vantage and stubbornly and 
selfishly holds to gold monometaliam, whioh 
is in favor of the creditor as against the 
debtor, she forces other nations in sheer 
self-defence and much against thoir will to 
adopt the same pornicious system of cur- 
rency. The increase in the velocity of 
foreign trade transactions, occasioned by 
Increased facilities for communication, has 
also brought into greater prominocoe tho 
working of what is known as Gresham's 
law in relation to monoy, so called after Sir 
Thomas Grosham, who propounded the 
theory, which appears paradoxical but Is 
nevertheless true, that "inferior monay 
drives out suporior money, but superior 
r.ionoy cannot drivo out inferior money." 
Basing their argument upon tho accurucy 
of this law, tho gold monomotalists assert 
that if international bimotalism became 
law, silver would bo the prevailing cur- 
rency and that gold would disappear. But 
Buch an assumption can bo proved to bo a 
oompleto fallacy, becauso tho very fact of 
bimotaliam boing mudo international would 
at onco modify tho working of Greshum's 
law. The chief merit of bimotalism is its 
compensatory action, and if gold univer- 
sally wont out of curroncy, in order to givo 
placo to silvor, it would become depreciated 
and it would then, according to Orosham's 
law, bogin to drive out silvor and thus 
equilibrium or Bteudinesa of ono metal In 
torms of the other would be upprouched. 
Although fiduciary paper, in tho form of 
foreign bills of exchange, has boon in use for 
many centuries, it was not until the 
foundation of tho Bank of England in 1G91, 
and the subsequent issuo of bank notes, fol- 
lowed by similar iaaues from tho Banks of 
Scotland and Ireland, that fiduciary paper 
began to tuko its place as a part of tho 
recognized currency of nationa, and now tho 
practice has been so far extended by the 
issuo in various countries of bank notes, 
bank cheques, letters of credit, dock war- 
rants and a variety of other forms of con- 
vertible and inconvertible paper money that 
it ia estimated that tho amount of actnal 
coin which passes in their negotiation does 
not exceed two per cent, of tho whole ! Tho 
fundamental principle of a sound paper cur- 
roncy ia that it should be reproaonted by un 
adequate resorvo of gold or silver, though 
such is not tho general practice in tho pres- 
ent age, the greater part of the commercial 
transactions of the world being reared upon 
an unstable foundation of credit. So long 
as tho credit lasts trado flourishes 
and enterprise is in full swing, 
but when at luBt Bomo Mammon god has 
overstepped the bounds of legitimtuo speou- 
-ation; tho ialsity and rottenness of tho 
whole system is exposed, down comes the 
sham fubric carrying ruin and disaster in its 
train, panic follows on confusion; it is then, 
that the rich men button up their pockets 
»nd theBO Mammon gods isBuo their fiat. 
" Let all enterprise bo stopped" and behold 
— it is so. That means that hundreds of 
thousands, ay milliona of industrious men 
ond women are thrown out of work and 
have not the wherewithal to gain thoir daily 
bread; it means that poor men go down like 
grass before tho scythe and that debtors 
become the abject slaves of their creditors. 
All these evils, and ull this bitter misery, are 
the outcome of an inadtquate supply, or 
reserve, of gold and silver us compared with 
the fiduciary paper in circulation. Tho 
amount of gold money in tho world is esti- 
mated at £790,000,000 sterling, tho silver 
money being about the same amount, and 
yet these two enormous sums of metallic 
monoy appear to bo insufficient to form an 
adequate reserve for the quantity of fidu- 
ciary paper which mankind desire for the 
satisfaction of enterpriae. Notwithstanding 
this patent but painful fact, the gold mono- 
metallists propose, by tho demonetisation of 
silver, to cut down the ulready inadequate 
reserve of tho precious metals by nearly one- 
half— for thut would practically be the 
effect of tho general demonetisation of silver. 
But the evil would not stop there ; for if gold 
monometallism becomes general, silver will 
fall to less thun half its present vuluo, and 
thon ull the vast und elaborate works iu and 
in connection with tho great number of sil- 
ver mines throughout the world would be 
stopped und hundreds of thousands of men 
would be thrown out of work. With regurd 
to our own provinco it is no exaggeration to 
suy that it would deprive us of moro thun 
half our wealth ; it would bo tho greatest 
blow which could be dealt at tho industries 
of our country ; it would absolutely ruin 
many enterprises which havo been founded 
uoon the certainty of our wealth in silver, 
and it would do all this injury and 
gross injustice in order to fill tho 
pockets of eome influential money 
lenders in England and elsowhore. It is 
upon the agriculturist thut tho appreciation 
of gold by tho demonetization of silver 
would press with the greatest severity, and 
tho lowering of the price of silver bus ul- 
ready told with fatal elleet upon him, To 
quote the beautiful words of Curlyle, "Tho 
land ia mother of us all, nourishes, shelters, 
gladdens, lovingly enriches ub ul). Yet, 
in how muny wuys, from our first wakening 
until our last sleep upon hor blessed mother 
boBom, does Bhe, us with blessed mother 
arms enfold us ull. From noblest patriot- 
ism to humblest industrial mechanism ; 
from highest dying for your country's good, 
to lowest quarrying und coal boring for it, a 
nation's life depends upon its lund." 
And yet, wo find thut tho cry cornea 
uliko from America, from Europe and 
from Australia that farming does not pay 
and the peoplo are migrating from the coun- 
try to gulher in tho towns, tliero to scram- 
ble und gamble for weulth. In Greut 
Britain, notwithstanding tho onormous in- 
creuso in tho population during tho lust 
twenty yours, tho number of agriculturists 
has decreased by over 200,000. Ono of tho 
principal causes of this economic loss may 
bo traced to tho disorganization of the 
monetary eystom. Say thut in ordinary 
times ten tons of wheat will purchase one 
pound weight of gold, but that gold, to tako 
an extreme oaso, becomes appreciated by 
tho demonetisation of silver to doublo itB 
valuo, t hen the agriculturist will havo to raise 
double tho quantity, or twenty tons of 
whoat.in order to purohaso ono pound weight 
of gold — that is to Bay, ho will have to do 
doublo tho amount of work in order to obtain 
tho sumo amount o'f gold. Tho gold mono-

OUT OF SIOHT. 

We find that it is impossible to vio with 
the Timos in absurdity. On Tuesday u. 
valued contributor thought that he would 
contrive to writo something moro improb 
able and nonsensical than tho editorial ir 
Monday's Times headed " No more wantod 
just now. " His littlo joke was headed 
" Rumors " and was considorod ao outrugc- 
oualy absurd that tho Times aftor it appeared 
would give in and declare itself beaten with 
its own woapons. But nothing o£ the kind. 
Oar contemporary is so phenomononally 
Btupid as to tako tho paragraph soriously 
and to dub its. grotesque improbabilities 
"suggestions." It then solemnly treats its 
readers to a string of speculations 
supremely foolish that no ono out of the 
lunatio asylum will pay tho least attention 
to them. Our contemporary has this time 
outhcroded Herod. It has gone eo far in 
the direotion of foolishness that it is utterly 
hopeleaa for any one, however ingenious ho 
may be, to attempt to compete with it, Tho 
gentlemen whom it names as being candi- 
dates for Legislative honoiahave probably no 
more idea of aspiring to scats in the local 
Legislature than they have of running for 
the office of President of the United States. 



THE WESTMINSTER CAMPAIGN. 

A good deal haa been said and written 
about the speech-making tour of Messrs. 
Kitchen and Sword through tho New West- 
minster district. Their frienda and their 
newspaper organs represent it us highly sue- 
ceaaful, whilo their opponents declare it to 
bo a failure of tho flattest and moat dis- 
heartening kind. There is much contro- 
versy as to tho last meeting of the series at 
Chilliwack. Tho Columbian brags of the 
feata performed by tho local members and 
of the reception they met with, while tho 
report of the Vancouver World would lead 
the reader to believo that Messrs. Kitchon 
and Sword suffered a signal defoat at that 
meeting, and that some of their friends 
when they apeak of it are, to put it very 
mildly, exceedingly economical of the truth. 
It however, cannot be denied that the At- 
torney-General was left in pohsossion of tho 
field, and that aftor hia opponents had re- 
tired ho was banquotted by the leading men 
of tho neighborhood in which tho battlo was 
fought. 

Tho Mission City Nows, which appears to 
have watched the progress of tho campaign 
with interest gives tho following account of 
the feats of tho Independent members und 
of the offect of their oratory: 

Tho political pilgrimage of Meaars. Sword 
and Kitchen through tho District of Now 
Weatmin8ter is at an ond. The last meet- 
ing occurred last Monday afternoon at 
Chilliwack. Tho mombors from this dis- 
trict must have roalized that tho people 
whom they thought had but ono opinion 
are greatly divided upon tho questions at 
isaue in tho political life of the Provinco at 
present. If tho present reaction in Now 
Westminster district continues bb at 
prtaent, it is safo to say that the Opposition 
is doomed in tho pending elections. Great 
relianoo haa beon placed by tho Opposition- 
ists upon this distriot, but tho feeling dis- 
played during this tour of Messrs. Sword 
and Kitchen, has spread a cloud of gloom 
over their future prospecta. To lose tho 
District of Now Westminster for tho 
Opposition will be to loao tho camping 
ground of tho past fow months and possibly 
tho entiro fortifications that have cost so 
much to build. Very few that understand 
the signs of tho times, and that penetrato 
beneath tho surfaco of things, doubt for a 
moment but what tho Bpell of tho Opposition 
ia broken, that ita cause is waning every 
day, and that unless something unforeseen 
will happen botwoon now and the eloction, 
it will bo too weak to enter a lively 
competition in tho raco for supremacy. It 
was a surfaco movomont from tho beginning 
und like all similar undertakings, without 
foundationa in fuot and roaaon, disappears 
like miat beforo aunahine. It has reached 
its olimax for somo months, and decay haa 
commenced itadoudly '.York upon it. 

Thero are indications which show that 
thero ia more truth than poetry in tho 
above estimate of tho results of Messrs. 
Kitchen and Sword's speoch-making. They 
began their tour ovidontly bolioving that 
the District w»b united in its opposition to 
the Government, but when they endod it, 



they muet have beon convinced that the 
administration has a great many ataunch 
and zealouB frienda in overy part of it. It 
is not at all unlikely that tho reaction in 
favor of the Government of which tho Mis- 
sion City News spooks, waa in part, at any 
rate, oaused by the foolish and unfair de- 
nunciations of its aots and of the men who 
compoeo it by MessrB. Kitchon and Sword. 



WELL BEGUN. 



Wo are very much pleased to see that 
Alderman Keith- Wilson has a proposal be- 
fore the Council to continue tho construc- 
tion of tho Bowora in a systematio manner 
and on tho lines which we havo long advo- 
oatod. Tho sowers aro a necessary work. 
Their construction cannot bo long dolayed, 
and wo believe that on tho syatom outlined 
by Alderman Keith- Wilson tho work will 
bo done without placing a heavy burdon on 
tho shoulders of tho ratopayora or without 
impairing the credit of tho city. Tho sew- 
oro will, wo sincerely believe, cost far less 
than very imperfect scavenging, and tho 
sowers, once constructed, wjll go on 
for an iudetiuito period doing their 
work at a very small expense indeed 
for changes and ropairs ; whereas tho ex- 
penses for scavenging without tho sowors 
would bo continually increasing and, from a 
Banitary pointof view would bo most unsatis- 
factory. Wo are quite certain that a sani- 
tary engineer could prove to tho complete 
satisfaction of tho ratepayers that tho cheap- 
est way to keep tho city clean is to provide 
it with a good system of sowors. 

Wo do not think that tho majority 
of tho City Council need to bo 
reminded that tho rato-payors will bo 
asked in vain to give tho Council power 
to borrow money for tho continuation of tho 
sowor systom, unless tho construction of tho 
sewers ia placod under the superintendence 
of commissioners of known ability and in- 
tegrity. The members of tho Council havo 
quite enough to do without taking upon 
themselves tho management of Bewor con- 
struction. When tho work is under tho 
control of Commissioners who aro perfectly 
independent there ia no ploco for suspicion 
of partiality in letting tho work, and of cor- 
ruption and jobbery in carrying it on. The 
ratopayora aro then suro of gotting tho worth 
of their money. If wo do not greatly mistake 
the Municipalities Act needs amending in 
tho matter of the appointment of Sower 
Commissioners or their tenure of office. In 
fact that Act needs a comploto overhauling 
in tho diroction of pruning and simplifying. 
It ia very difficult to bo understood, and 
«omo of itB clauses appear as if they had 
boen altered for a particular purpoae. Tho 
olauaoa relating to tho Sowor Commission- 
ers aro, if we do not mistake, among them. 
The Commissioners are needed, and when 
they aro appointed they should bo protected 
from obstruction and from needless interfer- 
ence on tho part of the City Council. If the 
new Council continues as it has commonced, 
it will havo a good account to givo to the 
electors at the ond of tho year. 

HA W All AN I'ROBLEN. 

Tho Now York Times, which has hitherto 
beon bo warm an advocato of Mr. Clove- 
land's policy as to lead his opponents to sus- 
pect that it is his personal organ, believes 
tho time haa arrived when Hawaii may bo 
allowed " to stow in ita own juico." This 
iB what it says in a recent iBsue : 

The chairman of tho House Foreign Af- 
fairs committee and Mr. Holman, of In- 
diana, aro worrying thomselves over tho 
solution of tho Hawaiian " problem." Isn't 
that now a matter of tho " domes- 
tic affairs " of Hawaii, with which wo 
have no right to interfere! If tho Hawuiians 
have got a "problem" on their hands lot 
thorn solve it for thenioolves. Let Dolo 
Damon, Thurston, et al., do the worrying. 
If they are going to havo a permanent Gov- 
ernment and aro able to maintain it, with 
or without tho " consent of the governed," 
it calls for no action on our part until thero 
is Bomothing new to recognizo as dc facto or 
de jure, or both. Mischief enough has been 
done by interferenco with tho " domestic 
affairs of Hawaii, and Dolo objects to it. 
Wo might as well wait a whilo now and 
leavo events to tako their courso in other 
countries, whilo we look after our own suf- 
fering interests. Why not ? 

The policy of non-interferonco is a good 
ono and it would have boen well, perhaps, 
for both tho United States and Hawaii if it 
had always beon followed, Tho Hawuiians 
have, without doubt, the right to manugo 
their own affairB in their own way. If tho 
majority are so spiritless or so slock as to 
permit tho minority to rule, that iB their 
own affair. Tho vory fact that tho minority 
haa boen able to got tho upper hand and to 
keep it, ahowa that they are best fitted to 
munago tho uffairs of tho islandd. This ia of 
courso on tho assumption that they obtained 
possession of tho Government by their own 
ability and thoir own strongth and 
that they havo maintained their positions 
unaided. But this is what tho advocates of 
intcrferonco deny. Thoy assort that tho 
revolutionists could nover havo raisod them- 
solvoa to powor without American aid, and 
that thoy would not havo kept ita wnok if 
it had boon known that thoy had no strength 
to dopond upon but thoir own. Let this bo 
granted. What haB beon done ovidontly 
cannot bo undone. All that now remains 
for tho American Government to do, if it is 
not favorable to annexation, ia to loavo 
Hawaii sovoroly alone. If tho Provisional 
Govornmont is atrong onougb to hold ita 
own it will vindicate its right to rulo over 
Hawaii. If tho Constitution that tho rev- 
olutionists havo framed works well, all 
right. Lot it work. If it does not work woll 
and If thero is a powor in tho country 
strong enough to subvert tho present Gov- 
ornmont and put another in its placo, lot it 
havo ita chunoo to try what it can do. If 
the Unitod States stands aloof aud gives the 
strongost and ablest party a ohanco to win, 
no ono can find fault wiih its attitude If 
tho Bamo attitude ia assumed towards 
Hawaii as h»s been taken in tho case of 
Brazil noithor party will havo any roaBon 
to complain, whatovor may bo the result. 



The advice of the New York Times iB good, 
and if it ia as far in the confidenoo of the 
administration as rumor Bays it is, the 
probability is that the Government has de- 
termined to act on the lineB indicatod by 
that paper. 

THE BOND ISSUE. 

There ia a good deal of opposition to Mr. 
Carlisle's isaue of gold bonda. There are 
some who behovo that the Seorotury of the 
Treasury has not the power to borrow 
money in order to defray tho running ex- 
penses of government. All that ho can do 
with tho gold he borrows, thoy oontend, iB 
to redeem tho Treasury notes which tho 
Government haa issuod. Ono of tho most 
strenuous opponents of the bond iBsue ia Mr, 
Soveroign, Grand MaBtor of tho Knights of 
Labor. Ho has gono so far in hia opposition 
as to apply for an injunction to prevent tho 
issuing of tho bonds. Why Mr. Soveroign 
should busy himself about such a matter 
it is difficult to seo, It iB no part 
of his duty as head of tho order 
of the Knights of Labor to take an 
active part in political movomonts. We 
should say that it would bo his interoBt, 
and tho interest of tho order to which ho 
belongs, to keep aloof from politics. Organ- 
ized labor wants all tho friondB it can moke, 
without regard to their political loaninga 
But if its chiefs tako on active part on ono 
aido of politics, it cannot expect to got much 
help from men of tho oilier sido. It ia said 
that Mr. Powdorly, who by all aocouuts is 
a much ablor man than Mr. Sovereign, lost 
much of his influence aftor ho began to mod- 
dlo in politics. 

Wo seo that moderate men of both parties 
believe that Mr. Carlialo has dono tho best 
thing he could do, in fact, tho only thing ho 
could reasonably do under tho circumBtanccB 
to roliovo tho Trousury of the strain put 
upon it. It ia only tho extremists, who huvo 
peculiar notions about currency, who object 
to tho courso ho has taken.

Mr. Sandford Fleming had practical proof 
of tho great nood thore iB of ohoapor tele- 
graphing between Australia and Great 
Britain. Tho story is told by thovCunadian 
Gazette : 

Mr. Sandford Fleming had to pay £2 11a. 
for a cablegram of two wordB from Sydney 
to his family atOttawo, Includinga registra- 
tion fee of 10s. Gd. to ensuro dolivery of tho 
reply meBsage at his hotel. Can ono won- 
der that with such exorbitant charges tho 
demand for an alternative and all-British 
Pacific cablo iB spreading so rapidly among 
Australian Governments and Australian 
commercial men ? Whilo in Australia, Mr. 
Fleming made a point of inquiring in tho 
public libraries for a Canadian newspaper, 
Not a vestige of one, either old or new, 
could he find. What cohesion and stability 
can an Empire have when ita loading mem- 
bers are thus isolated from one another ? 
Canada and Now South Wales aro doing 
their utmost to put an end to this isolation 
by encouraging tho mail-stoamship lino be- 
tween Vancouver and Sydney. Tho Cana- 
dian and Australian Colonies aro anxious to 
follow up this effort by an all-British cablo. 
Will tho Imperial Government much longor 
persist in standing aloof and letting her 
Colonies do alone tho work of Empire.

THE NEW DRILL HALL 

Formally Opened by tuo Lieutenant Governor 
—Addresses by the Bishop and 
Captain Uullott, B. N. 

It did not need tho finely engraved invi- 
tation cards or tho promise of a select 
musical programme to awaken un intorest 
iu the formal opeuing of tho now drill hull 
by His Honor Lieutenant-Governor Dowd- 
ney laBt evening; tho interoat waa general, 
witdout any outside inducement, in the 
moro fact of tho volunteora having some 
place to which they could creditably givo 
tho name of homo. Tho consequence waa 
that the drill hall was far too limitod to 
hold tho congregation of admirers of tho 
Queen's uniform, the companies of tho bat- 
talion being crumped for room in going 
through tho ordinary drill. There waa a 
full turnout of both officers and men, and a 
very good show was made. After tho usual 
parade the men woro lined up, when they 
were inspected and addressed by His Honor, 
who expressed tho pleusuro it gave 
him to bo preaont, and, in outlining tho 
hiatory of tho effort to obtain a auitablo drill 
hall in Victoria, exproaaod hia gratification 
at tho completeness of tho institution. It 
might not be constructed on as elaborate a 
scale as some of tho other structures of its 
kind in Eastern Canada, but it was ono that 
tho men had good reason to bo proud of. 
Ho was surprised to hoar that the Govern- 
ment had transferred to tho battalion only 
tho bare building, when he found that tho 
men had put thoir hand so earneatly to tho 
plow that already the varioua quartora wero 
comfortably furnished. Of course they 
might not bo complete, but that was merely 
a matter of time. Thoroforo ho congratu- 
lated tho volunteora on tho interest they 
hud manifested iu thoir now home, and ho 
further congratulated tho citizens of Vic- 
toria in having auch a fine Btructuro for tho 
brigade. There waa no small credit duo to 
members of parliament in tho mattor, 
especially to tho gallant colonel, who had 
worked with tho greatest zoal in obtaining 
this beautiful homo for the 13. J. B. G. A. 
In conclusion he had great pleusuro in 
declaring the hall open. 

Hia Lordship Bishop Perrin thou camo 
forward and was greeted with tho utmost 
warmth. Tho right roverend gentleman 
waa proud to Bay that he had worn tho 
volunteer uniform in tho town where ho 
lived iu Englund. After a few humorous 
remarks, His Lordship addressed himself 
direotly to tho men and tho duty that lay 
beforo them. Ono volunteer is worth ten 
pressed men, said tho Bishop, und ho pro- 
ceeded to contruat tho timea iu England 
when men were pressed into service with 
the period when voluuteers left thoir homes 
and placod themselves in readiness to defend 
their country. It is this movement that has 
formod a grand chapter in tho history of 
Britain und her colonies. But a great duty 
and reaponaibility rested on tho volunteers; 
it was their proviuco to Bet un exatnplo, not 
only whon thoy woro their uniforms, bat in 
their overy-day life to raiao tho atandard of 
morality, honesty, honor and truth. 

Captain Hughes Hallett, R.N., remarked 
that, because sails and mastB wero going out 
of fashion, and smokestacks and guns wero 
coming in, pooplo thought that suilora had 
to do a good deal of soldiering. Well, they 
hud, and had been chuffed a good deal 
about it; but afterwards those chaffers came 
along and said the sailors didn't do their 
aoldioriug so badly, after all. It was tho 
same with tho volunteers ; thoy were 
chaffed, but they could live ic down. They 
were called "amateur aoldierB," but it was 
tho amateur aoldier that rendered unneces- 
eary in Britain and her colonies, tho ouatom 
of conscription that obtained in almoat all 
othor countries. (Hear, hear.) Ono 
thing had to bo observed, and 
that was a spirit of what ia 
called comradeship. An instanco of this 
was witnessed in Esquimalt tho other day 
when a lad of an officor saw a comrade from 
the ranks struggling in tho water, and did 
not hesitate a moment in going to hia rescuo. 
The captain also referred to the famous 
" dio hards " of the Peninsular war, aa les- 
sons to the men before him to sink individu- 
ality for tno sake of tho general Buccesa. 
To thoso not in tho ranks he would 
Bay that it waa their duty also to 
foator this movement, which had for its ob- 
ject their safety and welfare. The volunteers 
Baved their pockets, as well as their lives, 
inaamuch ua but for tho volunteora the poo- 
plo would have to pay heavy taxoa to main- 
tain an army for tho protection of tho coun- 
try. Thereforo he exhorted tho people to 
do their duty, and tho soldiers, theirs, re- 
minding ihom of tho words of one of tho 
greatest sailors that ever floated, who said 
that "England expects every man to do his 
duty." (Cheers.) 

This closed tho formalities of tho evening, 
and tho largo concourae of people proceeded 
to inspect tho building, listening at the 
same time to tho music discoursed by the 
bind, the programme of which has alroady 
appoared. 

An overcoat left on exhibition outBido 
tho clothing store of B. Williama & Co., last 
ovoning was stolen, and the police subse- 
quently arrested a man who was woaring it 
at tho timo. They aro still searching for 
the thief, having charged tho prisoner now 
at tho lockup with having stolen property 
in his possession. Tho guardians of tho law 
do not think it fair that tho temptation 
should bo offered to men of weak character 
to help themselves, in displaying valuable 
goods on the street, particularly aftor night- 
fall. 



Col. A. J. Kane, who was referred to in 
a dhipatch of Tuesday as huving intorosted 
himsolf in tho construction of a dry dock at 
Nanaimo, yeaterd-iy explained hie poaition 
in tho mattor to a Colonist roporter. Ho 
has, ho aaya, boon looking into tho matter in 
behalf of a number of Now Yorkers whom 
ho succcoded in interesting a fow yoars ago 
in tho St. John, N. B., dry dock scheme. 
Ho will requiro a verification of tho ongi- 
noor's estimate and tho statistical data of 
tonnago visiting tho port, before recom- 
monding tho Nanaimo project to hia friends. 
Personally he ia not intoreated in tho 
matter.

metalliBt replies that that doea not mutter, 
because the pound weight of gold thus ob- 
tained ct.u buy double the quantity of any 
other commodity which he may require; 
that ia to aay ita exchango value is doubled. 
But, while that ia true in theory it ia not 
in fact, because tho prices or valuoa of the 
various commodities cannot adapt them- 
selves wi'.h sufficient rapidity to tho fluc- 
tuations in the valuo of gold. But that is 
not all, tho appreciation of gold would givo 
suoh despotic powara to the holders of it, 
that they would diotato thoirown terms, and 
the farmer already knows what that means. 
Our own province hud borrowed gold at a 
moderate rato of interest payable in gold, 
but if eilver is demonetized by tho general 
adoption of gold monometallism, with the 
consequent appreciation of gold, tho tax- 
payer horo will havo to pay juat so much 
mora interoat as gold may be appreciated. 
But if international bi metallism woro to 
be adopted gold would bo depreciated to its 
normal value and tho taxpayer of British 
Columbia would benefit proportionately, 
bi-metallism proposes that both gold and 
silver shall be legal tender to any amount 
and that a ratio of one metal in terms of 
the other Bhall bo fixed by law. 
It also proposes that gold or silver bullion 
in any amount may bo taken to any mint 
and turned into coin. It is evident that if 
one nation adopts it and anothor does not, 
there will be— by Greaham's law — a drain of 
gold from tho bimetallic to the monometallic 
nation ; and not only that, thoro will be a 
want of stability of exchange with foroign 
nations in tho mattor of silver. But it is 
evident that this diaadvantago could not 
oxiat under international bimetallism. If 
there were to bo a fixed ratio between gold 
and silver among all civilized nationB, there 
would be no object in trafficking in ex- 
changes of tho precious metalH, becuuao 
thoro would be no variation in their vuluo. 
The market price of silvor would then bo 
tho price fixed by international law, which 
would remain Bteady as a rock, and why 
should it not bo so if in all countries 
silver would bo turned into coin? If inter- 
national bimetallism became law, silver 
would immediately riso to whatever value 
was fixed for it by law and tho effect of 
euch a riso upon tho mines of British Col- 
umbia can readily bo imagined. Ho aeked 
the house to beur in mind that under inter- 
national bimetallism thero would be no pos- 
sibility of flooding tho market with tho 
precious metals, tho only difficulty would 
be to get enough of them, and the effect 
would be to strengthen tho resorvo at tho 
bick of tho paper currency of tho world and 
thus to put credit upon a moro stable banis 
than it stands upon now. One of tho argu- 
ments^oppoaed to international bimetallism 
is that it would bo impossible in time of war, 
as tho international ugreoment would then 
bo broken. But the belligerent nation 
would adhere to bimetallism becuuao it 
would bo entirely in its iuterest to do ao 
and ruin to do otherwise. Tho gold mono- 
metalliata, shifting their cround from argu- 
ment to assertion, say " Vnu will nevor get 
England to agree to it," but it is only 
lately that the question has been enquired 
into and understood in all its bearings, and 
it is just commencing to tako firm hold of 
tho public mind. Every Chamber of 
Commerce in Englund and Scotland 
has petitioned in f ivor of international 
bimetallism. One of England's greatest 
statesmen, Mr. Balfour, ia a warm ndvooute 
for that system of currency and he is ably 
supported in his clear arguments by Mr. 
Grenfell, late governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land, Mr. Hucks Gib!)3, one of tho leading 
merchants of London, and a remarkably 
learned and clover man, Mr. Burcluy and a 
host of other learned and influential men. 
But perhaps tho best evidence from England 
in favor ol international bimetallism lies in 
tho report of tho royal commission on gold 
and silver in the year 1888. That commis- 
sion was composed of twelve selected ex- 
perta on monetary science, many of whom 
were gold monometallists, but all of whom 
after the evidence hud been taken, signed 
tho report in which it is stated 
" We think that, if in all these countries 
gold and Bilver could be freely coiaed, and 
thus become exchangeable against commodi- 
ties at tho fixed ratio, tho market value of 
Bilver as measured by gold would conform to 
that ratio, and not vary to any material ex- 
tent. Apprehensions havo been expressed 
thut if a bimetallic system were adopted 
gold would gradually disappear irom circu- 
lation. If, however, the ariungement in- 
cluded all the principal commercial nations, 
we do not think thero would be any serious 
danger of such a result." President Cleve- 
land distinctly gave it to be understood that 
notwithstanding tho repeal of the Sherman 
act, which practically continues gold mono- 
metallism as tho currency of tho United 
States, tho future policy and earnest 
endeavor of his government will bo to bring 
about international bimetallism. It is not 
tho English people who stop the way, but 
only a Bmall, though highly influential, sec- 
tion of them, and there ia therefore good 
reason to hope that tho sound common sense 
and Iovo of juatico which is so characteristic 
of the English peoplo will at-sort itself in 
this case as it hus in all others where the 
interests of tho human race are concerned. 
When international bimetallism becomes 
law, then, but not until then, wo may ex- 
pect thut tho fatal depression which is now- 
weighing so heavily upon agriculture and 
upon every kind of enterprise throughout 
the world, will bo removed and a new era of 
prosperity will bo inaugurated. In conclu- 
sion, he asked tho house to remember that 
It occupies tho proud position of an integrul 
portion of thy legislative mechanism of the 
great British Empire, and that aa Buch it 
possesses tho undoubted right of ex- 
pressing an opinion upon any grout 
question which affects the general 
welffti'6 of British subjects ; but in 
tho object of this resolution the area of wel- 
fare is enlarge;], It not only affects tho in- 
terests of the prospectors, tho miners and 
the traders of the provinco, but it is ao wide 
and fur-reaching in its purport that It 
tonohes the hem of humanity at large. 

Tho resolution waB curried, Messrs. 
Sword, Hall and Booth dissenting. 

A .MATTER OP PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Brown rose to correct u report which 
had appeared in tho News-AdvertiBer of 
Tuesday, in which ho was mado to say that 
personally ho had nothing to do with getting 
up tho mainland petition. This was not 
correct. What bo did say wus thut ho hud 
nothing to do with tho declaration and plat- 
form. 

MR. pierson's REPORT. 

Mb. Sword moved " That a respectful 
address be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to causo 
to be laid before tho houso a copy of tho re- 
port or reports mudo by J. Pierson whilo 
noting aa travelling government auditor." 

Hon. Mr. Turner suggested that thero 
he added tho words "and nil correspond- 
ence in relation thereto." 

Motion amended and adopted. 

THE OAUVRIUU EXPEDITION. 

Mu. McKenzik moved "That a select 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Milne, 
Smith, Anderson, Rogers, and tho mover, 
ho appointed to enquire into tho 3auvroun 
expedition in tho northwestern portion of 
tho Provinco in tho year 1892; tho oost of 



tho expedition; the work accomplished, and 
all other mattera connected with tho aume, 
with power to call for persona and papers 
and to report to this house." 

Tho mover aaid that Binco laBt Besaion 
when tho house had refused to appoint a 
committee further information had boon 
offered. This showed, he said, that the 
state of !i flairs whh worse thun boforo sup- 
posed. Ia fact there were charges of the 
debauching of women, tho Bhooting of an 
Indian and other lawlesa conduct. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said Mr. Ganvrnan 
was qaito anxious that there should bo a 
fall investigation into this matter, but ho, 
&■ tho ho»d of the department, could not 
say that it waa one for inquiry by the Iioubo. 
The expedition, he explaiuod, was sent on 
aooount of the urgent request of Captain 
Moore for the construction of a road into 
tho Yukon. Mr. Gauvroau was put in 
ohargo, and had completed hia party, but 
at the last Capt. Mooro asked to bo allowed 
to go with it, and this wus consented to, as 
it waa thought his local knowledgo might be 
of aorvice. But tho routo ho favored waa 
not that selected by Mr. Gauvroau, and 
hence tho trouble. He did not like to oil- 
courage an attack by an employe upon hia 
chief, und hence hud opposed a oommitteo 
last year. It would bo moro difficult now to 
mako un investigation, as several members 
of the party woro out of tho country. There 
being a motion on tho paper for tho corro- 
spondence in this oonnoctioD, he asked that 
tho resolution bo laid over until thia ap- 
pears, as he thought it would show that no 
investigation is called for. 

Mr. Hall auid that while in Cassiar dur 
ing tho summer ho had inquired into tho 
matter, and though tho man from whom bo 
got his information has a personal griov- 
nuco against Mr. Gauvroau, ho had no 
hesitation in Buying, being a respectublo 
upright man, that tho charges made by 
Capt. Moore were altogether without foun- 
dation in fact. 

Mr. Semun spoke in support of the raao- 
lntiou, dwelling upon tho importance of the 
matter to tho Yukon country. As tho sec- 
onder, he would bo willing, howovor, to 
havo it laid over as auggeeted. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven auid tho simple fact 
•hat Capt. Mooro waa a member of the ex- 
pedition stiouid not shut bis mouth as to 
tho irregularities which ho said had oc- 
curred. Ho wus informed that Capt. 
Moore h»d written to all tho ministers aak- 
iug for an investigation, even by tho depu- 
ties of the departments, but could not get 
it, which Boomed vory extraordinary. 

Hon. Mr. Davie suid the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works had heard 
from the perBon making tho complaint what 
ho had to suy, and had satisfied himself thut 
there waa nothing in it for further investi- 
gation. The assembly hud decided against 
aiubeequent request for a committeo on tho 
iiibjtfct. In answer to the motion to-day 
tho Chief Commissioner hud asked that it 
be laid over until tho correspondence was 
brought down, as this would show whether 
or not it was a matter which Bhould bo in- 
quired into in this houso or somewhere else. 
If thoro was anything in the chargea men- 
tioned by the mover to-duy, Capt. Moore 
should have brought them, not piecemeul as 
he had done, but should havo stated all the 
facts at onco und long ago, when surely 
there would havo been some one to set the 
tribunals of tho province in motion, so that 
these criminal acts might bo properly 
punished. Aa fur us tho houso wus con 
corned, it did not yet appear to him that 
thero waa anything for it to investigate, tho 
matter aa stated being for a polico 
court and not for a legislature. It 
soemed to him that tho euggeetion of tho 
Chief Commissioner was tho proper one. 

Mr Sword moved tho adjournment of 
the debate, which was agreed to. 
"REPLY TO BRITISH COLUMBIA'S defamers." 

Mr. Kitchen moved "That a respectful 
address be presented to II ii Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying him that ho 
will cause to bo sent down to this houso 
copies of all correspondence between tho 
Premier, Hon. T. Davie, and Mr. H. C. 
Beeton, sxtending over tho period between 
June, 1893, »nd the present time." 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked for some explana- 
tion. 

Mr. Kitchen repliod that ho wished to 
get what was evidently a missing link in tho 
correspondence. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— What doea he suppose 
tho missing link is? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Kitchen said ho had hid put in hia 
hands a document entitled, " British Colum- 
bia's Defumera," which contained a letter 
not in the paper before the hcusa. 

Hon. Mr. Davie would like to kuow 
where Mr. Kitchen got tho document he re- 
ferred to ; it wus possibly a paper ho had 
purloined from somo ono. 

Mb. Kitchen denied that it wus pur- 
loined and suid it was put in his hands by 
the Premier at Chilliwuck. 

Hon. Mr. TURNER remarkod upon the 
fact that the bon. gentlemen opposite had 
nothing to say about tho letter which they 
had 3ect to London so that it might be 
there put in circulation and thus prevent 
tho sale of the $090,000 bonds. Men who 
would do thia were not only defamera but 
traitors. They countenanced it they did 
not writo tho lying statements complained 
of, augh us that made use of by the clergy 
man, Mr. Maxwell, and published in the 
News-Advertiser, that members of tho 
Government had been found drunk in bur- 
rooms at Vancouver, and other Btutemcnts 
damaging to Provincial credit. The 
circulurs contuinii g this defamation 
were distributed in tho Btock ex- 
chango the morniog tho bondB wore 
'lisued, und they had a little injurious 
effect, probably lowering tho selling prico 
ono point, for which tho uuthora might tako 
credit if they cared to do so. 

Mr. Cotton waa surprised at somo of tho 
things ho had heard this afternoon. He 
considered them a most gross outrage upon 
himself and another member. If the report 
published in tho News Advertiser were libel- 
lous aa complained of, ha wanted to know 
why tho persons responsible had not boon 
brought to account for it in tho manner pro- 
vided hy law. Ho denied any knowledgo 
that the report hud been sent to London, 
and ho repudiated any responsibility for 
what tho Rev. Mr. Maxwell hud suid, though 
as that person was tho minister of tho largest 
Presbyterian church in Vuncouver he did 
not think tho paper should bo blamed for 
publishing tho speech. 

Hon. Mr. Da\ ie said that it wus 
no use bringing suits uguinat news- 
papers tho proprietors nf which 
were not responaiblo, and against 
whom no judgment would bo of any uso. 
Ho proceeded to reud from ono of tho de- 
famatory letters. 

Mr, Keith took tho point of order that 
tho Premier having answered Mr. Cotton, 
who spoke to no motion and had proceeded 
only as a matter of pri rUti^e, could not now 
debate tho general question. 

Mr, SPEAKER sustained tho point. 

Mr, Brown doclurtd ho wua not prosout 
at tho meeting whore Mr. Maxwell had 
mado the remarkB quoted, and ho declined 
to tako any responsibility for them. If the 
News-Advertiser company had had a chanco 
at tho treasury of the provinco for tho past 
few years they would perhaps not havo 
been so hard up. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven roso to " a roil ques- 
tion of privilege." If as Mr. Kitchen aaid 
tho document ho had roforrod to iB tho 



original correspondence, and the other laid 
beforo the houso is mutilated, he thought 
the matter Bhould bo inquired into. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that thero had 
been no mutilation whatever. The houso 
had tho roul correspondence, except ono 
subsequent letter which would be brought 
down. Mr. Kitchon'a documont, which 
he had evidently purloined, was nieroly 
the original draft of a letter to Air. Beeton, 
and the alterations montioned were 
those mudo in this drift when tho proof 
sheet was corrected and beforo tho pnper 
was in any senso published. There was no 
material differenoo, and there waa not a 
Iottor left out, as insinuatod by tho hon. 
gontleman, who having so questionably ob- 
tained the unrevised draft of u public docu- 
ment, had made this ubo of it to Bcore a 
point whero no point arises. 

Mr. Kitchen — WaB not that paper given 
to me ? 

Hon. Mr. Davih— 1 aay it was not j you 
purloinod it. 

Mr. KlTOHRN explainod that ho got it at 
a public mooting, whore, having challenged 
some statement made by the Pro.aier, the 
latter referred him to tho Public Acoounta 
and something elao which ho throw across 
at him. With thoso two papers he found 
tho una on "British Ca:umbiu'a 
dofamora," and thua it cam;- into 
bla possession without tho Premier 
intending that ho should see it. Ho Baw on 
anothor occasion, in tho telegraph office at 
Barkervillo, part of tho roport of the com- 
mittee of tho executive council, but beforo 
ho had read it through the Premier camo in 
and took it from his hand. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said it woa porfoctly 
true that somo papora had been left in tho 
tolegraph offico and thut ho hud found Mr. 
Kitchen rouding them. By that gentle- 
man's own statement ho knew that 
the draft copy had beon thrown to him by 
mistake with tho Public Accounts, ho knew 
it wus not for uso, and yet ho hud takon 
ndvuntugo of tho miatuko to make uao of it. 
Tho mattor of courao waa of no importance, 
thero being nothing to coucoul, but it 
exposed the methods of hon. gentlemen 
opposite 

Mr. Kitchen claimed that tho report 
which ho reud in the Barkervillo post ollico 
wus bunded to him by tho wife of tho post- 
muster, who asked him what it meant, as 
she had got it instead, she supposed, of an- 
other paper called " Facts und Figures" 
which had been circulated thero. Ho hud 
only juat commenced to look at it when it 
waa taken away. 

Conaiderublo diacuasion took place in 
which soveral members urged that the 
News-Advertiser's report of tho 21th of 
September, from whiohtho extract circulated 
on tho stock exchango had becntukon, should 
bo printed with tho correspondence aBked 
for, bo thut thoy might be fully informed 
und Hon. Mr. Vernon accordingly moved to 
that effect. 

Dr. Watt 3ai 1 ho wus entirely opposed 
to tho suggestion. Those who wished to 
road thut report could no doubt obtain ac- 
cess to it privately. Evoryono kuow that 
Rev. Mr. Maxwell's statements woro en- 
tirely false, nnd it waa therefore not ex- 
pedient to put them in the ofliciul records. 
Whether or not tho gentlemen responsible 
for tho Vuncouver meetings had sent tho re- 
ports to London to inlluenco the stock 
market, ho read from tho Newa-Advertiaer, 
as evidenco that euch hud been their idea, a 
report appearing in April last of a meeting 
where a gentleman named Duval, dealing 
with tho " Declurution and appeal from the 
mainland " 6aid : " Even if tho appeal did 
not succeed they wouldguin theirchief point, 
us they would show tho London financiers 
that it wub a poor timo to lond moot y, and 
so for want of funds tho work would havo to 
come to a stop." Ho (Dr. Watt) thought it 
waa a most discreditable thing for gentle- 
men in this houso to back up the efforts of 
outsiders to injure tho credit of the province. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Booth took tho sumo view as Dr. 
Watt. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought, although at 
first in favor of printing it, thut the amend- 
ment hud better be withdrawn. 

After a good deal of further discussion tho 
proposition to print the News-AdvertiBer 
report wua negatived on division of 20 to 
11, and tho motion for tho correspondence 
waB adopted.

Mr. CROFT moved, seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Davie :—" Whereas for somo years past a 
largo area of tho most valuable agricul- 
tural land in tho District of Cowi- 
chan, Vancouver Island, tho same repre- 
senting tho deltas of tho Cowichan, 
Koksiluh und Chomainua rivera hus been in- 
undated by said streams ; and whereas tho 
Koksilah river hus become obstructed by 
trees und other driftwood ; und whereas the 
Cowichan river hus for tho lust few years 
been largely used by lumbermen for floating 
timber to theseu-coust; and whereas largo 
areas of land on tho banks of tho Cowichan 
river have been destroyed during tho laa t 
two yours, tho Cowichun Indian reserve 
alonu having been reduced by un area of one 
hundred und 1 wenty ucres; und whereas It 
is estimated that 2,000,000,000 feet of mer. 
chantablo timbir exists around tho head- 
waters of tho Cowichun river (of a value 
dolivored in salt water of §10,009,000); 
and whereas it ia of tho utmost importance 
to tho district of Cowichan und tho Do- 
minion of Canada that tho lumbor industry 
in this district may continuo ; 

" Thorofore, be it resolved, than an hum- 
ble address bo presented to Hia Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, requesting that repre- 
sentations bo mado to tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to tako steps towards having tho 
obstructions in tho Koksilah river removed, 
and J ho Chomainus und Cowichun rivers put 
in such a stato that the important Indus- 
trios of lumbering and farming in tho dis- 
trict of Cowichan may flourish." 

Tho mover, speaking in support of the 
resolution, showed how farming operations 
had been interfered with by tho state of tho 
river, which had also paralyzed tho logging 
industry. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Rogers asked to bo relieved from 
his position us n member of the public 
aooounta committeo, und on motion of Hon. 
Mr. Davie thia was agreed to und Mr. Hull 
wus appointed in bis pluco. 

NECUACO VALLEY LANDS. 

Mr Watt asked tho Hon. tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works : 
" Whether it would not be practicublo und 
desirublo for tho government to dispose of 
tho surveyed lunds in tho Neohaoo valley to 
nctuul sottlers, in accordance with tho prin- 
ciples of tho single tax system ; that is, 
that tho provinco should rotain its proprie- 
tary rights in, but dispose of, the lands on 
perpetual leuBe to thoso who will occupy 
and improvo them, lovying yearly as rental 
or tax a single impoBt, which shall include 
und exclude all other provincial taxes? " 

Hon.' Mr. Vernon roplied thut it would 
uot be pruoticablo to do ua suggested with- 
out legislation. Tho desirability of suoh 
legislation was a muttor upon which ho was 
not at tho prosent titno prepared to givo an 
opinion.

First let mo say that princess dresses 
and polonaises arc to be in high style, 
and very pretty they are too. Tho 
polonaise is cut just, like a princess 
gown, but shorter i;i front, and this is 
then lifted on tho hip-'., with deep plaits, 
under buckles, strapa or but tons, raising 
it to quite high panniers, and leaving tho 
back breadths to tall straight down, but 
on two or three I noticed that there waa 
a slight looped effect in the back. 

Probably there never was a garment 
designed so admirably well calculated to 
display a trim Dgnro as tho polonaise, 
and it should be a matter for congratu- 
lation that it id now possible to wear one. 
But the stop from a polonaise to a Dolly 
Varden is a short one. and a wattean is 
also to ba expected to follow that. "We 
will be thankful for anything sent us, so 
it is not hoops, which tho French are 
about io try again to force upon us. 

Tiie most noticeable of the new spring 
fashions is that bonnets and hats are 
made to come down over the oars, more 
than ever like those of our grandmoth- 
ers. One quaint bonnet is made of yel- 
low kghorn. fine and flexible, and this is 
a regular "cottage shape," with long 
sides. On the crown there aro two rows 
of narrow black velvet ribbon, drawn 
down so as to accentuate tho shape. The 
inside is faced with shell pink llorontino, 
and on the top is a panache of pink 
plumes, and two of them curl down in- 
sido tho edge of tho brim. There aro 
strings of narrow velvet ribbon, which 
aro to tie snugly under tho chin. I can- 
not tell you how cunning and quaint 
this is. There was a hat made of violot 
and green straw, intermingled and wov- 
en into a fine, satiny surface. This had 
an aureole brim and a high peaked 
crown, surmounted by black and purple 
feathers and ribbon. Black velvet strings 
start on top of tho crown and are drawn 
straight down to tie under the chin. 

If wo can judge of these pattern bon- 
nets and some funny little pancake hats, 
we aro of n surety to bo treated to the 
choicest and daintiest of tho headwear 
of a loug forgottou timo. But no one 
can say they aro not pretty. Let us 
hope, however, that they are not the 
precursors of tho redoubtablo coal scut- 
tle bonnet. With this stylo of bonnet 
the sleeves grow larger, and tho 18:J0 
fashion is quite as startling as before, 
though, generally speaking, sleeves are 
not 60 very largo as they were. Still, 
the} - are quite wide enough. 

One of the new fads is to have wide 
ties of silk edged with laeo, or all of lace, 
tying in an immense bow under the chin, 
or falling in a deep jabot nearly cover- 
ing tho whole front of tho dress. Some 
of them when made of laco have dozens 
of little "stickpins" in rhinestono or 
other imitation jewels sot along to hold 
tho plaits in placo. Ono that attracted 
my attention today had several tiny pins 
of imitation emeralds, set to resemble a 
clover leaf, and though tho stones wore 
palpably cheap the effect was certainly 
pretty. Fashion docs not require them 
to bo real. Another t;isty caprice was to 
havo u corsage of two kinds of silk, one 
dark, with the light ono as yoke, basque 
frill and largo puffed sleeves. Tho lighter 
portion wius dotted iu regular pattern 
with quito largo garnet beads. Tho effect 
was very novel and pretty. There aro 
many other ways of utilizing the jowol 
beads, chief among them being tho sew- 
ing of crystal or pearl beads on dancing 
dresses. 

To return to tho question of spring. 
"Wo are shown several samples of a new 
weave of wool resembling vicuna, soft, 
but very gloss)' and silky. This is shown 
in many very bright and rich colors, 
besides in soft, shaded stripes of gray to 
black or white. Tho now black goods of 
this kind are exceptionally handsome and 
will make up very well, besides being 
suitable for tho accordion plaiting, 
which, wo aro now told, is to bo a rage 
on all gowns that will pormit it. Tho 
new eudora cloth is tho most perfect 
black dress material over produced, tho 
Priestley silk warp henrief l e included. 

I notice among tho things that will not 
bo publicly shown until along in the 
middle of Lent a new cloaking for spring 



wraps called Campbell tartan plaid. 
Tho outer surface is dark, smooth and 
decorous, but it is reversible, and the 
facing is of largo plaid in tartan colors. 
These will bo made up into empire capes 
and York coats. Tho colors on the sur- 
face aro brown, greon, blue or black. 
Tho same stylo of goods were given somo 
outlandish name last season, but they 
did not appeal as strongly then as they 
do now under their new title. These 
goods in heavier quality aro worn to a 
slight extent now. 

Among fho colors expected to bo most 
prominent next season will bo brown. 
Somo costumes will show several shades 
of that always genteel color. Tho pret- 
tiest of them all is tho mordoro. Ono 
vory elegant model in brown had an un- 
derskirt of seal brown velutina, Above 
this was a cloth skirt, slightly lifted at 
each side. Around tho bottom of this 
skirt there was a bias band of tho same 
edged with a narrow braid of gold. 
There was a short redingote jacket of a 
sort of cedar brown, with a vest and 
high "Worth collar of tan cloth. Under 
tho edgo of this a short seal brown mil- 
itary capo was fastened by a thick cord, 
and this was lined with gold colored silk. 
The whole outfit was a study of harmony 
in color. 

For wear in tho spring there aro num- 
bers of new fancies in velvet basque 
waists. These aro warm, and with a 
light capo or fur capelino will bo suffi- 
cient. I saw today several very hand- 
some gowns finished and under way. 
Among them was a handsome black 
cloth suit for a young lady. Tho whole 
of the dress was black, but tho vest front 
and cuffs were of whito satin nearly hid- 
den under a mass of jet passementerie. 
Several variations were made on a gown 
of black india silk, with tho whole of tho 
skirt accordion plaited. The waist had 
a corselet made of tho same plaiting, 
and tho upper portion was of maizo vol- 
vot. Tho puffed sleeves wero of maize 
florontine. 

Thero is an infinite variety in tea and 
house gowns, each surpassing tho last. 
Tho moire in rich colors, with slight but 
graceful floral patterns thrown over tho 
surface, is much liked for this kind of 
gowns, and when made with plenty of 
laco thero could bo nothing handsomer. 
There aro several now patterns in laces, 
which virtually make new laces of them. 
For instance, the bourdon laco has a 
very delicate and careful imitation of 
real point at tho edge. Bourdon Vene- 
tian, real duchess and point do geno aro 
now made in patterns, carrying out tho 
designs of tho edging lace. Tho inser- 
tions aro laid flat on tho tea gowns as 
headings to tho frills of edging. 

I found another novel but most excel- 
lent thing today, which I believe was 
said to bo a design made by Mrs. Clove- 
land recently. It is a dress for expect-

ant mothers, and surely no other gown 
has ever been so well designed for the 
purpose. Tho back has three deep box 
plaits falling from tho shoulders under 
tho deep pointed collar, which falls from 
a velvet V shaped inset, both front and 
back. Tho collar crosses the breast and 
fastens loosely at tho left side with a 
slight draper}-, which lets the front hang 
in graceful folds. At each side is a dee]) 
box plait. Tho sleeves are largo and 
drooping and finish at the ell>ow under 
an embroidery frill. I should have said 
tho dress was of tan cashmere, with 
brown velvet insot and forearm pieces. 
Tho ornamented portions wero simply 
cashmere embroidered.

A Handy .Sovrlnn Hag. 

It is really composed of two bags. To 
make it take silk or wide ribbon, two 
pieces of either, measuring about 5 inches 
in width and 15 long. Lay tho jneces to- 
gether and seam up both sides to within 
1J inches of either end. On ono of tho 
seams leave a space of three inches ex- 
actly in the center unsowed, and when 
tho seams are done hem each edgo of this 
part. Turn tho whole right side out 
and stitch straight across tho silk each 
side of tho threo inch space left un- 




seamed, forming an oblong, into which 
may bo slipped a ueedlobook cut of card- 
board to fit. Cut two pieces, and when 
they ore covered on both sides with tho 
silk fasten them together on ono end 
with chamois or flannel leaves between 
and a ribbon loop or two on tho other 
end to pull tho neodlebook out with. 
That part of tho silk k'f t on either side 
of this space will form tho bags, ono on 
each side. Face tho tops of each with 
contrasting silk, making places for draw- 
strings to match. Tho two bags aro for 
spools and buttons, and a placo for scis- 
sors, consisting of a strap and pointed 
fold of ribbon in which thoy may bo put, 
is fastened on tho under side of tho part 
whore tho ueedlobook is placed. Either 
plain or flowered silk may bo used.

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, beiDg a public 
street Bituato within the City of Victoria. 

THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts aa follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to oxpropriato and tho 
said Corporation hereby expropriates, for the 
purposo of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Bay A vonuo bolng a public Btroot situate 
within tho City of Victoria, all that picco or 
parcel of land bolng part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of aub-lot 1, Fornwood Katato, Soction 
75, Victoria District, which Bald piece or parcel 
of land la moro particularly described aa fol- 
io wb : 

Commencing at tho south-oast cornor of lot 2 
of said sub-division ; thenco southorly across 
lot 31 on a production of tho lino botweon lots 2 
and 3, forty foot, moro or leas, to tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avenuo ; thouce westerly along tho 
north lino of Oak Bay Avonuo fif ty-throo foot, 
moro or less, to tho south-west cornor of Bald lot 
2; thonco north-easterly along tho lino hotwoon 
lots 2 and 31, twenty-nino feet, moro or loss, to 
tho placo of beginning, and containing by ad- 
measurement fivo hundred and fifty-six square 
feet moro or leas. 

2. It shall bo lawful for tho Corportlon to ou- 
ter upon, expropriate, break up, tako or uao 
tho eaid property without tho conaout of tho 
ownor thoroof, aubjoct to tho restrictions men- 
tioned in sub-ecctlon (107) of aectlon 101 of tho 
"Municipal Act, 1892." 

3. This by-law may be cited as "Tho Oak 
Bay Avonuo Expropriation By-Law, 1893."

VictorianB Put Their Hands In Their 
Pockets to Aid the 
Distressed. 



Valuable Hints on the Topic of the 
Day-Willing: Workers 
Enlisted, 



The number of distressed people, 
principally unemployed men seeking 
work who have applied to the secretary 
at his office during the last week or two 
alone, have embraced In their ranks 
painters, plasterers, clerkB, laborers and 
one druggist. Very many of these people 
appear to have come to Victoria seeking 
a livelihood from either the American 
side ot the Soand country or the Main- 
land of British Columbia. Some are mar- 
ried, but the most of them single. I am 
of the opinion that it has become abso- 
lutely necessary that the attention of the 
Government i-hould be directed to the 
subject at once, before we shall be with- 
out the means to cope with It. For It is 
but too fully apparent that the subscrip- 
tions we receive from only a few of the 
public are not enough to meet tho re- 
quired help to our resident poor, far less 
to the destitute and unemployed coming 
here 'rom other places, some of them ab- 
solutely stnivlng. I need not say that if 
tho Society is to keep up that reputation 
for usefulness which It has eDjoyed lor 
the last twenty-two years, the utmost 
ettori s of those Interested in its welfa e 
and the benevolent purposes which It is 
Its object to carry out, must be put for- 
ward to increase and establish its lloan- 
cial atrength." — ICxlract from President T. J. 
Bnrnes' report to the annual meeting of tlic 
British Columbia Benevolent Society. 

Tho readiness of tho people of Victoria to 
hoar and answer any appeal from the dis- 
tressed or unfortunate was well illustrated 
yesterday. When the Colonist was read 
at tho breakfast tables, its story of want and 
privation, duo to the luck of employment 
for tho breadwinners of many a household, 
found a sympathetic audience, 

" Why, I had uo idea the distress was so 
great," was tho mental comment of not a 
few, who ut onco resolved to do their share 
toward relieving tho very general distress. 
Tho good resolutions wero not allowed to 
grow cold, uud tho first day's contributions 
to tho relief fund were satisfactory indeed. 
Thoughtlessness ulone is to blame that steps 
woro not sooner taken to givo tho needy a 
helping hand ; Victorians, as a people, are 
generous and kind-hearted. 

Yesterday's applicants for work at tho office 
of the Benevolent society wore less numer- 
ous than in any day during a week past, 
Socretary Mason giving aa the reason for 
tho falling off the fact that the peoplo had 
been waked up by tho published article in 
tho morning papor. 

"Many who read it," ho said, "decided 
to givo temporary work to those who stood 
sadly in need of it. They did so, and con- 
sequently the employment seekers did uot 
couio to us in their diatresB. In consequence 
of the step taken by tho Colonist, 1 was 
able during thedayjto placo one industrious, 
deserving man in work that will last 
him through tho winter. Four others so- 
ourod temporary employment. Altogether 
it was a red letter duy for tho distressed. 

" If we can only get §1,000 or so in hand, 
we will be able to take a progressive step 
that we have had In contemplation for aomo 
time puBt. We propoBO to apply to tho 
Mayor and Council for permission to put 
needy men who are willing to work - und 
the great majority want nothing more— into 
service on tho streets. The roida all need 
attention, und under tho direction of the 
city street suporiutendent the little army of 
the unemployed could make the city cleaner 
and brighter, and at tho same timo benefit 
themselves. Wo would hiwe to givo a good 
many a " squaro meal " to start operations 
with, for a hard day's work on au empty 
stomaoh is not to bo looked for. 

"If this idea can be put in force, the 
school children cm help materially by fur- 
nishing lunches, as I see they are doing in 
San Francisco. " 

Not only did tho " money for the poor" 
pour in during yesterday, but many practi- 
cal offerings " in kind found their way 
into tho storehouse of tho Benevolent 
society. Some unknown friends left a large 
bundle of assorted clothing at the editorial 
rooms of the Colonist; other wearing ap- 
parel which will keep some honest man 
warm was placed at tho disposal of Mr. 
MaBon. " A lady " sent in two aacka of 
flour; Mr. Clearihuo contributed u stove, 
and Captain Cliristensen gave an order for 
$5 worth of groceries. A man of careworn 
hut honest and industrious appearance up- 
prouehed a Colonist reporter on tho Btreet 
and inquired: 

" Aren't you on the Colonist?" 

Receiving an atlirmutive reply ho con- 
tinued : " I thnught so; here's a half dollar 
for tho fund. I'm out ot work myself juat 
now, but I've got a littlo put by, and I 
know what it io to be tho wny aomo poor 
devils aro this winter." 

" What nume shall we say ?" usked the 
paper mun. 

" Oh never mind tho name — just say 'a 
carpenter ' ". 

During tho afternoon other kind gifts 
carno in — to the Colonist office und to the 
oflico of the Benevolent Society. Mr. E. E. 
Blackwood sent a ton of potatoes; Mrs. 
Lavender, a sack of oatmeal; snd others ub 
sisted with vurious necessaries all of which 
which will be found useful and aro much 
appreciated. 

Tho fooling prevails, or uppears to from 
tho general expression of opinion, that Vic- 
toria's citizens Bhould und will look after 
Victoria's poor, and that no appeal for gov- 
ernmental assistance will bo necessary. 

"I don't exactly llko that idea," said ono 
gentleman prominent in charitable work, 
"and I don't think it ia necesaary. Tho 
people, I um sure, will respond liberally to 
the call for assistauce. Tho Pythidns aro 
doing their part as a body, and I am told a 
number of prominent ladies aro arranging 
for a monster benefit entortuinment. There 
ia one class who deserve fur more credit just 
now than it is likely unyono thinks to givo 



them. That'a the boarding-houao people, 
who during thehard times are letting dozens 
who ure out of work run behind in their 
bills rather than turn them out in the cold, 
huDgry and looking for work." 

Tho needs of the deserving poor, the 
honest laboring peoplo who are looking for 
work and cannot obtain it, aro not to bo re- 
liovid by one day's giving. The good work 
must go on. 

And it will !

SYSTEMATIC NEGLECT 

Hastened tho Death of the I,ato Charlotte Man- 
sou-Tlie Coroner's Jury MukeB 
YaluftbleSugfrostlons. 

Dr. Huaoll, diatriot coronor, presided yes- 
terday afternoon at an iuqueBt touching tho 
death of Mrs. Charlotte Muuson, of Hum 
boldt street. Tho jury was composed of 
Messrs. II. 15. Rondoll (forcmun), J. J. Ran- 
dolph, A. G. Day, E. Collia, A. Hall and H. 
Dobbs, and tho witnesses wero H. Williams, 
S. O. Kelly, Phineaa Muuson, jr., and Phin- 
eas Mauson, sr. Tho latter, tho husband of 
tho decoased, had been arrested early in tho 
day by Oilh'er Redgrave in his usuul condi- 
tion of scini-drunkeunoBS. Tho evidence 
wont to show that Manson hud boon in tho 
habit of abusing hia wife, even as recently 
aa Saturday last, when Bho lay sick and 
helpless on what proved to bo hor deathbed. 
Manson deposed that ho und his wife "hud 
uKruys got along together well enough. Sho 
loved him and he loved her." Tho testi- 
mony of Dr. Duncan, who, with Dr. Hold- 
en's assistance, conducted the pout mortem ex- 
amination, was (juito conclusive as to tho 
immediate causa of death. Tho doctor ex- 
plained that ho had beon pressed for time in 
tho work of tho post mortem, having had 
but ono hour — from 2 to 3 o'clock — for tho 
important work. The finding of tho jury, 
concurred in by tho coroner, was as follows: 
"We, the undersigned jury, huvo come to 
tho conclusion that the deceased, Charlotte 
Manson, came to her deuth from inflamma- 
tion of tho bowels, and that death was 
hastened by neglect on the part of the hus- 
band of tho deceased, Phineaa Mauson, Sr. 

"Wo would BuggeBt that a city morgue bo 
established for tho purpose of holding post 
mortem examinations, us wo ure of opinion 
that au undertaking establishment is not a 
fit and proper place for tho holding of such 
examinations. 

" And wo would further suggest that 
hereafter complete post mortem examinations 
be held when so ordered, and that tho bodies 
of the deceased persons bo left in a proper 
state by tho examining physiciuna.

The Becrot of tho Seattle yacht Gracie 
Felitz'a oruiao around Vancouver lalaud last 
month ia fully oxplainod in a lottor recently 
received by Mr. A. W. Huaon from hia 
sona at Capo Commoral, It will bo remem- 
bered that the yacht caused a considerable 
Bonaation when fitting out at Seattlo for tho 
expedition. Tho party who made tho trip 
on hor woro A. M. Towlo, Eugene Peters, 
William Newman und son and James Hoi- 
comb, an old beach miner, who gathered bar 
gold on California's bars and ocean beach 
for 17 years. Thoy took with them a now 
invention in the form of a maohino for min- 
ing gold, and this with other paraphernalia 
which they hud, aroused tho suspicion that 
the party was on a gold hunt. So 
roticent woro all concerned in regard to 
their enterprise that nothing of a definite 
nature was published in regurd to their 
trip, although it was pretty well known at 
tho timo what tho real object of their mis- 
sion was. When the party returned from 
tho cruiso u few weeks ugothey contradicted 
tho reports published ubout their gold mis- 
sion, saying that they were simply on a 
pleasure trip.
